Mat it please Your Excellency, 

We the Commissioners appointed under the Census (Ireland) Act (43 & 44 Vic., 
cap. 28), beg, in accordance with Section 10 of that Act, to lay before your Excellency 
the following Abstract of the information obtained by the Census Enumerators on the 
3rd of April, 1881. 

In presenting this Abstract we beg to state that the arrangements for taking the 
Census of Ireland in 1881 were commenced in October, 1879, and that in accordance 
with the instructions of the Government, the plans for carrying out the work had been 
prepared, and all the preliminaries completed when the Commission was appointed on 
8th December, 1880. 

The Country was divided into 207 Enumeration Districts, each under the supervision 
of a Sub-Inspector ot the Royal Irish Constabulary, or an Officer of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police, to whom was assigned the duty of superintending the taking of 
the Census. These Superintendents of Enumeration comprised 201 Officers of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and 2 Officers and 4 Ex-Officers of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police. Each Superintendent had under his direction a certain number of Enumerators 
amounting in the total to 4,259 — viz., 4,086 Constables or Sub-Constables of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and 173 Constables of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

We have much pleasure in stating that this organization has worked successfully, 
and that no serious difficulty has been experienced in the progress of the work. 

All the necessary Forms and Instructions were issued so that they might bo in the 
hands of the Superintendents before the 1 4th of March, on which day it was directed 
that the parcels of forms should be opened and the distribution commenced. 

The distribution of the Forms was completed on the 2nd of April, and their collection 
commenced on the 4th of April. 

Each Enumerator on completing the collection of the Forms for his district proceeded 
to make a Summary of the results. From these Summai-ies the following Report and 
accompanying Tables have been compiled. 

The present Return relates to the more important territorial divisions only and to the 
principal Cities and Towns. It differs from the corresponding Return presented in 
1871, by including all Parliamentary Boroughs and all towns having in 1871 a population 
of 10,000 or upwards, and by giving the statistics of the Suburban Townships of Dublin 
separately instead of in combination. 



General Summary. 

5,159,839 Persons (2,522,804 Males and 2,637,035 Females) were returned in the Person*. 
Enumerators’ Summaries as constituting the population of Ireland on the night of 
Sunday, the 3rd of last April — thus showing a decrease since 1871 of 252,538 persons, 
or 4-7 per cent. — the decrease in the number of males was equal to 4'4 per cent., and in 
i the number of females to 4 '9 per cent. 

There was during the decade a decrease of 60,261 persons, or 4‘5 per cent, in the 
Province of Leinster; 69,575, or 5'0 per cent, in the Province of Munster ; 93,686, or 
51 per cent, in the Province of Ulster ; and 29,016, or 3'4 per cent, in the Province of 
Connaught.

1861, 1871, and 1881 respectively, and the Decrease between 1871 and 1881 are shown in

The Decrease of Population in Ireland between 1861 and 1871 amounted to 6*7 per 
cent, as against 4 '7 per cent, between 1871 and 1S81 ; in the Province of Leinster the 
decrease between 1S61 and 1871 amounted to 8‘1 per cent., between 1871 and 1881 to 
4 - 5 per cent. ; in the Province of Munster the decrease between 1861 and 1871 was 7'9 
per cent., between 1871 and 1881 it was 5'0 per cent. ; in the Province of Ulster the 
decrease between 1861 and 1871 was 4-2 per cent., between 1871 and 1881 it was 5*1 
per cent. ; and in Connaught it was 7'3 per cent, between 1861 and 1871, and 3’4 per 
cent, between 1871 and 1881.

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There was an Increase between 1871 and 1881 in the Population of three Counties, Person#, 
-viz., Antrim, which increased 4 # 7 per cent.; Dublin, 3 '2 per cent. ; and Kerry, 2 - 0 per 
cent. There was a Decrease in the Population of all the other counties, ranging from 
10‘8 per cent, in Monaghan, 10‘1 per cent, in Tipperary, N.R., and 10'0 per cent, in 
Carlow ; to S'2 per cent, in Galway, 17 per cent, in Cork, W.R., and 07 per cent, in 
Mayo.

According to the Summaries furnished by the Enumerators, 3,951,888 persons Religion# 
returned themselves as Roman Catholics, this number being 198,9*9, or 4*8 per cent 1 ***»» 
under the number so returned in 1871 ; 635,670 were returned under the head ot 
“Protestant Episcopalians” (as described in the note at foot of -Table II, p. 1*2), being 
a decrease of 32,328, or 4'8 per cent., compared with the number tabulated under that 
head in 1871 ; 485,503 were returned as Presbyterians, being a decrease of 12,145, or 
2-4 per cent., compared with 1S71 ; the number of Methodists returned on the present 
occasion amounts to 47,669, being an increase of 4,228, or 97 per cent, on tbu number 
returned on the Census Forms in 1871.

The number of families in 1881 represents an average 
of 5 ’19 persons to a family : in 1871 the average was 5 '07.

From the foregoing Summary it will be seen that in Ireland a decrease of 4S,619, or 
5-1 per cent., took place in the Inhabited Houses between 1871 and 1881 ; the decrease 
in the Province of Leinster being 4 ‘8 per cent. ; in Munster, 7'0 per cent. ; in Ulster, 
37 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 56 per cent. 

The number of Uninhabited Houses* increased between 1871 and 1881 by 15,228, 
or 48 ’3 per cent. — the increase in the Province of Leinster being equal to 72-4 per 
cent. ; in Munster, to 27'G per coni ; and in Ulster, to 57'0 per cent. ; there was a 
decrease of 8 in the number of uninhabited houses in Connaught. There were 1,976 
Houses returned as “ Building,” being a decrease of 194 compared with the number 
returned in 1871. 

Parliamentary Bordug iis. 

Table V. on p. 16, shows the Parliamentary Boroughs of Ireland, grouped according to 
Provinces, with the number of Inhabited Houses and the Population in 1861, 1871, and 
1SS1, and the Increnso or Decrease in the Population of each between 1S71 and 1881. 

From this Table it will be seen that the Parliamentary Boroughs situated in the 
Province of Leinstert increased in their total Population by 0'9 per cent, between 1871 
and 1 SSI , and those in Ulster by 15 ‘2 per cent. ; whereas those situated in Munster 
decreased by 3 0 per cent. ; and Galway (the only enfranchised Parliamentary Borough, 
at present, in Connaught)! decreased by 47 per cent. Taking the aggregate, the 
Parliamentary Boroughs in Ireland increased in Population during the decade by 
35,0 9S persons or 4*1 per cent. 

Dublin City and its Suburban Townships. 

On p. 17, a Table (VI.) is given showing the number of Inhabited Houses and 
the Population in 1871 and 1S81 in Dublin City and its Suburban Townships, also 
the Increase in the Population therein between 1871 and 18S1. 

From this Tabic it appears that the Population of the City of Dublin increased 
during the decade by 1 "3 per cent. ; the increases in the Suburban Townships ranged as 
follows: — Clontarf, 22'3 per cent.; Ruthmines and Iiathgar, 17 9; Kingstown, 11*3; 
Btackrock, 110 ; Pembroke, 10 - 5 ; and New Kihnainham, 87. The total Population of 
the City and its Suburban Townships increased between 1871 and 1881 by 4'Opor cent. 
The Township of Drmncondra, Clonliffe, and Glasnevin, having, iulSSl, a Population of 
4.S6D, has been formed since 1871. 

Towns having, in 1871, A Population exceeding 10,000. 

Tablo VII. on p. 17, gives a list of fifteen Towns (exclusive of Dublin and its 
Suburban Townships) which had in 1S71 a Population exceeding 10,000. The largest 
of these Towns is Belfast, having in 1S71 a Population of 174,412, which in 1881 had 
increased to 207,671, an increment of 19-1 per cent. ; the smallest of the Towns in this 
Table, according to the Population of 1871, is Clonmel which then had a Population 
of 10,112: in 1SS1 its Inhabitants number 10,519 ; Queenstown, which, in 1871 had 
10,334 Inhabitants, has now, according to the Enumerators’ Summaries but 9,73S — the 
falling off is probably to be accounted for by a smaller number of Ships being in the 
Harbour in 18S1 than in 1871. 

Town Populations. 

The following Statement shows the Towns having in 1871 a Population of 10,000 or 
upwards ; the Parliamentary Boroughs; and the Suburban Townships of Dublin, J 
arranged according to their Per-centagc of Increase or Decrease of Population between 
1871 and 1SS1. 

From this Table it will be observed that the largest Per-centago (22’3) of Increase of 
Population between IS 7 1 and 18S1 was in the Township of Clontari; and the next 19*1, 
in Belfast; the Township of Newry increased 1 0 - G per cent., whereas the Parliamentary 
Borough of Newry only increased by 6*5 per cent. ; on the other hand the Township of 
Dundalk only increased 5*5 per cent, whereas the Parliamentary Borough increased 8 - 0 
per cent 

The greatest Per-centage of Decrease would appear to have taken place in the 
Parliamentary Borough of Kinsale, but this decrease (as explained in note at foot of 
Table V.) is attributable to the fact of a fishing fleet being in Kinsale Harbour on the 
Census night of 1 871, and those on board having been included in tile population of 
Kinsale ; the Borough of Carlow presents the next highest Per-centage (10'3) of decrease..

Births, Deaths, and Emigration. 

The number of Births registered in Ireland during the decade commencing on 1st Bu-tlis, 
April 1871, and endiliE' 81st March, 1881, was 1,392,113 ; and ot Deaths 969,110 ; the Eeatlis, and 
natural increase of the population would thus appear to have been 423,003 ; 622,686 migrtt lon * 
persons, however, having emigrated during the same period, the net result shown by 
these statistics is a decrease of 199,683, which is 52,S55 less than the difference between 
the population enumerated in 1881 and the number returned in 1871 ; a disparity to 
be accounted for mainly by defective registration of deaths in the earlier years, and, to 
some extent, by incomplete returns of emigrants. 
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In submitting the foregoing statement to your Excellency, we beg especially to point 
out that the numbers are not extracted from the original documents under our direct 
supervision, but are totals compiled from Summaries prepared by the enumerators, thus 
many small errors may have crept in owing to inaccurate descriptions in the original 
forms. These errors will be detected and inquired into when the original papers are 
examined. When the details are finally arranged some slight differences may be found 
between the totals when compared with those contained in the present abstract. This 
is especially likely to be true in the case of the smaller religious denominations where 
many queries must be issued and replied to before it is finally ascertained that each 
individual has described himself with sufficient accuracy to enable us to tabulate him 
under the denomination with which he considers himself connected. 

We arc glad to be able to state that the detailed part of the work is being rapidly 
proceeded with, and we trust that at an early date we shall be able to submit to your 
Excellency the first of the County Tables, which wilt be followed by others with as little 
delay as possible.
